Memorial  Address. 

Delivered  by  J.  B.  Reynolds,  M,A.,  L.L.D  ,  President  Emeritus,  in 
Memorial  Hall,  Ontario  Agricultural  College,  December  8th,  1928. 

Not  quite  eleven  months  ago,  this  college,  with  its  friends  and  supporters, 
assembled  here  to  do  honor  to  the  memory  of  a  beloved  colleague  who  had  just 
departed, — Professor  Wade  Toole.  To-day  we  have  met  on  a  like  solemn  and 
mournful  occasion.  Death  has  again  invaded  our  hosts,  and  again  broken  our 
ranks,  and  removed  from  our  midst  another  beloved  companion  and  friend. 
And  now  we  must  deliver  our  final  word  of  farewell  to  one  whom  for  long  years 
of  pleasant  association  we  delighted  to  call  by  the  familiar  name, — Gamey 
Unwin. 

It  was  my  privilege  on  that  former  occasion,  with  a  full  heart  and  in 
trembling  accents,  to  speak  such  words  as  I  could  command  and  that  seemed 
befitting.  Today  you  have  again  honored  me  with  your  confidence,  trusting  that 
I  may  express  in  some  measure  the  respect  and  the  love  we  all  feel  for  him 

who  bore  without  abuse 

The  grand  old  name  of  gentleman. 


One  cannot  refrain  from  putting  side  by  side  these  two  men  who  fill 
our  thoughts  to-day  with  recollections  of  their  strong  and  enduring  virtues.  The 
one  stands  out  in  sharp  relief  before  a  purely  Canadian  background.  The  product 
of  an  Ontario  farm,  raised  in  an  Ontario  rural  community,  taught  in  Ontario 
schools,  Wade  Toole  was  a  striking  example  of  the  excellences  that  a  young 
country  engenders  in  her  sons.  The  other,  he  whose  passing  we  mourn  to-day, 
was  a  cosmopolitan.  He  had  gained  something  from  residence  in  a  far  eastern 
empire,  something  from  the  social  life  and  something  from  the  schools  of 
England,  and  not  a  little  from  Germany.  After  he  had  gathered  learning  and 
culture  and  understanding  from  these  diverse  sources,  he  came  first  to  Nova 
Scotia,  then  to  Ontario,  and  entered  as  a  student  at  this  College.  Always  a 
brilliant  student,  among  the  honors  he  won  was  that  of  first  man  in  the  oratorical 
contest  against  what  1  recollect  was  keen  competition.  He  was  Dean  of  residence 
here  for  a  time,  and  lecturer  in  English.  Later  he  spent  some  years  in  British 
Columbia.  It  was  in  British  Columbia  that  he  met  his  wife,  and  Mrs.  Unwin, 
during  these  subsequent  years  has  been  companion  and  friend  to  him,  the  nurse, 
guide  and  guardian  of  his  heart. 

From  British  Columbia  he  was  recalled  thirteen  years  ago  to  rejoin  the 
teaching  staff  of  his  Alma  Mater.  Early  in  this  latter  period,  he  took  occasion 
to  secure  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Master  of  Arts  at  the  University 
of  Toronto.  So  brilliant  was  his  course  there  that  upon  graduation  he  was  offered  a 
lectureship  in  modern  languages  at  the  University.  He  preferred,  however,  to 
stay  with  his  first  Alma  Mater,  and  he  has  attained  an  increasingly  important 
and  responsible  status  in  the  department  of  English. 

The  great  majority  of  the  graduates  of  this  college, — strange  as  it  may 
seem  in  an  institution  where  practical  subjects  are  supposed  to  take  the  lead  in 
interest, — have  always  born  testimony  to  the  helpful  influence  of  the  subject  of 
English  in  the  curriculum.  My  own  intimate  relation  with  the  department  of 
English  for  several  years  has  enabled  me  to  say  with  confidence  that  Professor 
Unwin  has  contributed  in  large  measure  to  the  standing  of  the  subject  of  English 
at  this  college.  In  his  hands  it  has  been  an  instrument  of  culture  and  enlighten¬ 
ment,  an  avenue  to  clear  concise  expression  and  to  high  thinking.  He  had  a 
fine  taste  in  literature,  a  sound,  keen  critical  judgment  in  literary  values.  To 
this  taste  and  judgment  he  added  an  even  rarer  gift,  the  teaching  faculty,  the 
power  to  enable  others  to  see  what  he  saw  of  the  beauties  of  literary  thought  and 
expression. 

And  he  was  more  than  a  scholar,  more  than  a  successful  teacher  of 
language.  The  societies  and  organizations  of  the  college  have  known  the  benefits 
of  his  intelligent  interest  in  many  activities.  In  sport,  in  dramatics,  in  debates 
and  public  speaking,  he  was  not  only  a  keen  and  successful  participant,  but  he 
gave  to  many  beginners,  to  all  who  came  to  him  for  help,  the  advantage  of  wise 
counsel  and  direction. 

But  it  is  not  professional  excellence,  however  great  and  admirable  it  may 
be  that  we  could  choose  to  dwell  upon  at  such  a  time  as  this.  When  friend  re¬ 
members  friend,  it  is  the  personal  quality  that  counts.  Garton  Unwin  had  the 
rare  endowment  so  well  expressed  in  the  old  Roman  term,  virtue-manliness: 
convictions,  sympathy,  character,  that  combination  of  qualities  that  means  every- 


thing  in  the  friendly  associations  of  man  with  man.  Personally  I  can  bear  witness, 
as  I  know  all  his  colleagues  here  will  bear  witness,  and  the  students  who  came 
to  know  him  will  bear  witness,  that  he  can  be  rightly  described  by  the  words 
Mark  Antony  spoke  over  the  body  of  Caesar:  “He  was  my  friend,  faithful  and 
just  to  me.”  I  hold  in  my  hand  a  letter  which  I  prized  greatly  when  I  received 
it,  and  now  shall  prize  it  tenfold.  This  letter  was  written  from  Hampstead, 
London,  England,  on  July  23rd,  1928,  and  makes  mention  of  the  fact  of  my 
retirement  from  active  work  as  President  of  this  College.  In  the  letter  he  says, 
generously  overestimating,  I  am  sure,  anything  that  I  may  have  done:  “I  shall 
always  remember  your  kindness  and  the  inspiration  I  have  gained  from  you, 
which  has  helped  me  so  much  in  my  work.” 

To  his  beloved  wife,  to  the  brother  who  is  here  to-day,  to  his  aged  parents, 
who  at  so  great  separation  of  distance,  mourn  his  loss,  the  heartfelt  sympathy  of 
the  members  of  the  college  is  now  offered. 

We  are  all  too  frail  and  short-sighted  to  judge  rightly  of  the  merits  or  the 
weaknesses  even  of  our  friends.  Now  we  see  as  through  a  glass  darkly,  and  we 
cannot  know  what  is  the  value  of  the  life  that  has  passed.  We  can  trust  the 
Everlasting  Mercy,  and  hope  that  those  in  time  to  come  who  shall  do  like  office 
for  us  may  be  able  with  equal  confidence,  to  exercise  the  same  trust: 

No  longer  seek  our  merits  to  disclose, 

Or  draw  our  frailties  from  their  dread  abode, 

Where  they  alike  in  trembling  hope  repose 
The  bosom  of  our  Father  and  our  God.

Professor  Unwin  was  an  outstanding 
friend  and  counsellor  of  the  students.  As  a  teacher  and  worker  in  the  community 
he  was  recognized  and  appreciated.  Students,  faculty  and  a  host  of  friends 
will  miss  him.  The  College  and  the  community  suffer  a  great  loss.

From  Dr.  S  evenson. 

“During  the  twelve  years  that  Professor  Unwin  and  I  have  been  associated 
with  one  another  on  the  staff  of  the  Department  of  English,  he  has  been  an  ideal 
colleague.  He  was  a  man  of  excellent  scholarship  and  fine  critical  taste,  and  he 


had  the  gift  of  being  able  to  communicate  to  his  students  his  own  enthusiasm  for 
what  is  best  in  English  literature.  In  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Department  his  sane  judgment  could  always  be  relied  on,  and  in  all  his  work  he 
displayed  the  same  admirable  qualities  of  thoroughness  and  meticulous  care  which 
made  him  a  source  of  strength,  not  only  to  our  Department,  but  to  the  College. 
In  two  fields  of  work  especially  he  excelled.  Although  not  a  Canadian  by  birth, 
he  loved  Canadian  literature,  and  was  a  conspicuous  success  in  teaching  it.  In 
the  teaching  of  languages,  especially  of  French,  which  he  spoke  fluently,  it  will 
be  difficult  to  find  anyone  who  will  adequately  fill  his  place.  By  those  who  knew 
him  more  intimately,  he  will  be  remembered  affectionately  not  only  as  a  scholar 
and  teacher,  but  for  his  personal  charm ;  and  the  members  of  the  Department  of 
English  especially  will  miss  him  as  a  companion  and  friend.  His  conversation 
was  lightened  by  a  fine  sense  of  humor,  and  he  loved  not  only  the  fine  things 
in  poetry  and  art,  but  the  good  that  was  in  his  fellow-men  and  all  that  is  lovely  in 
the  out-of-doors.  His  life,  though  it  was  cut  short  in  its  prime,  was  in  another 
sense  well-rounded  and  complete.  In  his  last  illness  he  showed  the  brave  spirit 
which  was  so  characteristic  of  him ;  and  of  him,  as  of  one  of  the  heroes  of  his 
beloved  Shakespeare,  it  can  truly  be  said  that  ‘he  parted  well  and  paid  his 
score.’  ” 


From  The  Students

What  the  loss  of  Professor  Unwin  means  to  our  college  life  we  can  hardly 
yet  realize.  In  our  social,  athletic  and  literary  activities,  as  well  as  in  academic 
work,  he  has  always  been  a  guiding  influence. 

In  our  dramatics  we  will  miss  his  constant  interest  and  encouragement, 
his  kindly  constructive  criticism,  and  his  inimitable  acting  ability. 

We  will  miss  him  in  our  athletics.  He  took  a  keen  interest  in  boxine  and 
swimming,  but  more  than  that,  he  loved  sport  because  of  its  power  to  develop 
the  qualities  of  manliness,  fair  play,  good  humor,  and  endurance — qualities  which 
he  himself  exemplified  to  a  notable  degree. 

In  debating  and  public  speaking  his  keen  analytical  and  logical  powers 
made  him  a  coach,  a  critic,  and  a  teacher  whose  value  it  would  be  hard  to  over¬ 
estimate.  All  who  took  his  lectures  in  English  will  remember  them  for  their 
power  to  inspire  in  us  some  of  his  own  rich  appreciation  of  our  literature, 
British  and  Canadian. 

His  loss  to  us  in  all  these  aspects  of  our  college  life  is  one  which  we  will 
feel  more  deeply  as  time  goes  on.  But  what  we  will  miss  most  of  all  is  what 
we  felt  in  and  through  and  over  and  above  all  these  things — his  personality.  He 
had  broad  interests  and  eminent  abilities  in  many  lines ;  these  won  our  admiration 
but  would  hardly  in  themselves  account  for  the  unusual  popularity  he  has  always 
had  with  us.  Perhaps  that  may  be  best  explained  in  the  quotation  used  bv  Dr. 
Reynolds  in  his  Memorial  Address :

A  BRIEF  ACCOUNT  OF  THE  REARING  OF  THIS  IMPORTANT  PART  OF 

OUR  CHRISTMAS  DINNER. 

By  J.  F.  Sykes,  ’29. 


TURKEY  for  Christmas  is  one 
of  our  age-old  customs  and 
Christmas  without  it  would 
never  be  quite  the  same.  The  ex¬ 
hibit  of  the  0.  A.  C.  Turkey  Farm 
at  the  Royal  Winter  Fair  which  showed 
turkeys  alive  and  dressed  to  show  their 
differences  suggested  to  the  writer  that 
it  might  be  interesting  to  know  a  little 
of  the  behind  stage  stuff  of  this  part  of 
our  Christmas  dinner. 

Raising  turkeys  is  an  even  more  tick¬ 
lish  job  than  handling  chickens  and  an 
even  more  remarkable  thing  is  that  the 
two  cannot  successfully  be  kept  to¬ 
gether.  Turkeys  are  quite  a  bit  like 
many  of  us  at  Christmas  time.  They 


are  always  a  little  hungry,  never  very 
hungry,  always  looking  for  a  little 
more  and,  just  like  us,  too  much  is 
very  bad  for  them  for  just  give  them 
a  very  little  too  much  especially  of  the 
wrong  thing  and  presto !  no  turkey. 

Turkeys  love  the  wide  open  spaces. 
If  there  is  any  truth  in  the  theory  of 
use  and  disuse  of  muscles  I  know  why 
turkeys  have  such  a  drumstick.  It  is 
really  necessary  to  have  plenty  of  room 
for  them  however  for  sanitation’s  sake. 
Blackhead  will  soon  get  rid  of  a  lot  of 
turkeys  for  you  and  the  heavier  the 
traffic  the  greater  is  the  danger.  For 
the  same  reason  as  light  a  soil  as  pos¬ 
sible  is  desirable.  The  birds  must  not

be  fed  on  the  ground  and  the  hoppers 
should  be  moved  every  day. 

The  hens  are  in  many  cases  left  to 
hatch  their  own  eggs  in  the  good  old 
fashioned  way  but  on  the  larger  breed¬ 
ing  establishments  most  of  the  eggs  are 
hatched  in  incubators.  The  young  birds 
are  starved  for  48  to  72  hours,  and  only 
get  a  couple  of  feeds  the  first  day. 
After  that  five  feeds  dailv  for  the  first 
ten  days  is  the  rule. 

The  meal  fed  is:  shorts  100  lbs., 
bone  meal  5  lbs.,  and  fine  gravel  10 
lbs.  This  is  mixed  with  buttermilk  or 
hard  boiled  eggs  and  very  finely  cut 
green  feed.  The  green  feed  should  be 
very  low  in  fibre  as  too  much  fibre 
will  soon  kill  off  a  lot  of  birds.  Onion 
tops,  lettuce,  clover  leaves  and  dande¬ 
lion  leaves  make  the  best  green  feeds. 
For  the  same  reason  a  litter  which  the 
birds  will  not  eat  is  preferable,  sand 
being  about  the  best,  if  available. 

At  ten  days  of  age  a  dry  mash  con¬ 
sisting  of  70  lbs.  corn  chop,  50  lbs. 
shorts,  30  lbs.  oats,  5  lbs  bone  meal,  10 
lbs.  grit  and  oyster  shell  and  1%  pints 
cod  liver  oil  is  put  before  the  birds  and 


the  wet  mashes  reduced  to  three  feeds 
per  day  using  semi-solid  buttermilk  to 
moisten  the  mash.  If  semi-solid  is 
not  available,  the  birds  should  have 
all  the  buttermilk  they  will  drink.  At 
two  weeks  the  birds  are  left  to  forage 
for  their  own  green  feed  and  roosts  are 
provided  and  at  about  four  weeks  of 
age  they  are  turned  loose  to  roam  to 
their  hearts  content. 

Natural  brooding  differs  very  little 
from  the  method  outlined  above  ex¬ 
cept  that  the  amount  fed  must  be  var¬ 
ied  according  to  the  natural  food  the 
birds  are  obtaining. 

To  fatten  the  birds  there  is  no  change 
in  the  feed  itself  but  it  is  increased  as 
much  as  possible  about  the  first  of 
October  and  the  more  buttermilk  con¬ 
sumed  in  the  fattening  period  the  bet¬ 
ter  the  birds  will  be.  The  turkeys  are 
left  to  run  at  large.  There  is  no  ad¬ 
vantage  in  closing  them  up  and  if  they 
are  fed  enough  they  will  not  travel  far. 

Now  then,  kill  ’em,  pluck  ’em,  dress 
and  cook  ’em  and  our  Christmas  din¬ 
ner  is  readv.

HOW  TO  COMBINE  EASTERN  AND  WESTERN  IDEAS  FOR  MAXIMUM 

EFFECT.

CHRISTMAS — a  Christmas  tree  of 
course — holly  wreathes,  artific¬ 
ial  snow,  popcorn  strings, 
coloured  beads,  brilliant  baubles, 
red  tissue  paper,  green  ribbon,’ 
coloured  lights,  all  are  very  fine 
in  the  anticipation  of  the  holiday,  but 
the  reaction  in  the  days  following  is 
not  very  pleasant.  The  Christmas  tree, 
with  its  spike  running  into  the  ceiling, 
crowded  into  a  corner,  is  incongruous. 
The  glittering  fancy  ornaments,  which 
yesterday  caught  the  eye  and  keyed 
the  expectation  up  to  a  pitch,  are  to¬ 
day  taudry,  artificial  gew-gaws  which 
jar  the  nerves. 

When  a  reaction  takes  place,  usual- 

lv  the  other  extreme  is  turned  to.  In 
«/ 

this  case  it  would  be  to  severe  natural 
simplicity.  Nothing  in  the  way  of  flor¬ 
al  decoration  could  be  more  relieving 
at  such  a  time  than  the  Japanese  sys¬ 
tems  of  flower  arrangement. 

The  American  system  is  character¬ 
ized  by  mass.  The  tendency  is  to  bunch 
everything  giving  the  flower  or  the 
fruit  of  the  subject  absolute  dominance 
over  all  else.  Foliage  and  twigs  receive 
little  consideration.  The  result  is  that 
individual  quality  counts  for  little.  The 


Rvpical  American  bouquet  resembles 
the  head  of  a  composite  flower. 

The  Japanese  system,  on  the  other 
hand,  is  marked  by  the  utmost  econoim^ 
of  material.  Flowers  or  fruit,  foliage 
and  stem  receive  equal  attention.  In¬ 
dividual  quality  is  essential.  The  typ¬ 
ical  Japanese  arrangement  is  one  of 
uncrowded  grace. 

In  every  Japanese  design  there  are 
three  principles — Heaven,  Man  and 
Earth.  The  lines  of  each  are  described 
by  the  Japs  in  the  following  way: —

While  the  Japanese  have  some  five 
hundred  schools  devoted  to  this  art, 
they  all  work  on  the  same  basis. 

When  these  are  placed  together, 
Heaven  is  in  the  centre.  The  top  of 
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this  principle  is  directly  above  the  base. 
Man  is  on  the  right  and  Earth  on  the 
left.

When  blossoms  are  present  Heaven 
usually  carries  a  full  blown  one,  Man 
a  partially  opened  one,  and  Earth  a 
bud.  There  may  be  supports  to  these 
main  principles  but  they  must  be  left 
as  such.  Flowers  and  foliage  of  the  at¬ 
tributes  must  be  subordinate  to  the 
principles. 

If  a  number  of  blossoms  are  present 
then  the  majority  must  come  within  the 
area  of  the  oval. 


As  a  general  rule  the  longer  and 
more  sweeping  the  lines  the  better. 
Heaven  should  be  twice  the  height  of 


the  receptacle,  Man  two  thirds  the 
height  of  Heaven,  and  Earth  one  half 
the  height  of  Man. 

Such  severity  is  hardly  adaptable  to 
this  country.  The  minds  of  our  people 
do  not  think  along  the  same  lines  as 
those  of  the  orientals.  Heaven,  Earth, 
Man  and  other  symbols  convey  practic¬ 
ally  no  meaning  to  our  minds.  A  more 
practical  reason  is  that  the  Canadian 
housewife  hasn’t  the  time  which  it  is 
necessary  to  spend  to  bring  about  the 
desired  effects  under  the  Japanese 
style.  However,  many  principles  may 
be  learned  and  applied  either  partially 
or  wholly  Canadian  household  bouquets- 
We  no  longer  see  the  weird  and  won¬ 
derful  bunches  of  grandmothers  time 
in  which  were  mingled  pinks,  lillies  of 
the  valley,  sweet  williams,  irises,  and 
daisies.  In  our  more  beautiful  individ¬ 
ual  flowers  like  the  rose  we  have  gone 
so  far  as  to  place  only  one  in  a  vase. 
Truly  the  Oriental  influence  is  being 
felt. 

They  are  teaching  us  economy  in 
material  and  simplicity  of  design;  they 
are  showing  us  that  the  nature  of  the 
whole  plant  may  be  suggested;  that 
branches  should  never  cross;  that  even 
numbers  of  any  material  should  not  be 
displayed ;  and  that  few  species  should 
be  seen  together. 

Flowers,  like  beautiful  women,  are 
made  more  beautiful  by  a  proper  set¬ 
ting.  Flowers  have  certain  congenial 
companions,  not  only  among  themselves 
but  among  the  other  accessories  of  the 
house.  Their  beauty  is  often  far  more 
striking  when  they  are  found  in  com¬ 
pany  with  candles,  books,  mantels,  win¬ 
dows,  mirrors  or  gold-fish  than  if  un¬ 
supported  by  any  of  these  friends. 

Placing  flowers  in  front  of  a  mir¬ 
ror  is  a  well  known  trick.  Newer  how-

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Canadian  Bacon 

A  PIG  TAIL  EVERY  MAN  SHOULD  GRIP 

By  S.  H.  Todd,  ’10  and  Prof.  R.  G.  Knox.  ’20. 

(A  reprint  of  the  pamphlet  distributed  at  the  O.  A.  C.'s  Bacon  Hog  Exhibit  at  the 

Chicago  International  Live  Stock  Exposition ) 


THE  present  day  insistent  demand 
of  the  modern  household  for 
meat  that  has  a  large  proportion 
of  lean  as  well  as  being  tender,  palat¬ 
able  and  nutritious  recalls  to  mind  a 
most  interesting  period  in  the  early 
history  of  live  stock  improvement  in 
Ontario,  Canada.  As  a  consequence 
of  what  took  place  during  that  period 
Cauda  da  to-day  produces  a  wonderful 
quality  of  Bacon  products. 

Canada,  by  virtue  of  race,  traditions, 
language  and  geographical  position,  is 
essentially  a  sister  nation  to  the  United 
States.  Ontario  is  Canada’s  banner  live 
stock  province  and  geographically  is 
only  separated  from  the  States  of  Wis¬ 
consin,  Michigan,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania 
and  New  York  by  the  Great  Lakes. 

The  Opportunity 

From  the  early  days  of  her  livestock 
history,  the  soil,  the  climatic  conditions, 
the  topography  and  the  characteristics 
of  her  farmers  have  made  Ontario  well 
known  throughout  North  America  as 
a  seed-bed  for  pure-bred  livestock.  Her 


farms  grow  in  abundance  those  partic¬ 
ular  kinds  of  grain  and  fodders  which 
produce  lean  meat  of  especially  good 
flavour.  These  conditions  afforded  an 
opportunity  for  the  early  development 
of  a  type  of  hog  the  quality  of  the 
products  of  which  has  made  Canadian 
Bacon  famous. 

Pioneer  Packer  Has  a  Vision 

About  forty  years  ago,  Wm.  Davies, 
a  Canadian  pork  packer,  visioned  the 
possibilities  that  lay  in  developing  a 
type  of  hog  specially  adapted  to  meet 
the  fastidious  requirements  of  the  con¬ 
sumers  of  high-class  bacon  in  Great 
Britain.  He  interested  the  Government 
of  Ontario  to  the  extent  that  a  series  of 
experiments  were  started  at  the  Ont¬ 
ario  Agricultural  College  situated  at 
Guelph.  These  experiments  were  the 
beginning  of  what  might  be  rightly 
termed,  “The  revolutionizing  of  the 
hog  industry  of  Canada”  with  the  re¬ 
sult  that  to-day  she  enjoys  the  distinct¬ 
ion  of  breeding  a  national  type  of  hog. 


the  products  of  which  satisfy  the  epicur- 
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ian  taste  of  the  most  exacting  people. 

The  hog  population  of  Canada  in  the 
early  days  was  decidedly  mixed  in  type. 
First,  there  was  a  non- descript  hog 
which  was  called  the  “racer.”  He  was 
replaced  by  the  Berkshire,  Essex,  Po¬ 
land  China,  Middle  White  and  Suffolk 
breeds  which  were  brought  into  the 
eo untry.  Berkshires,  the  most  popular 
breed  were  used  for  cross-breeding  pur¬ 
poses  as  well  as  being  bred  pure.  Mixed 
breeding  was  a  common  practice.  As 
a  consequence  Canadian  pork  products 
had  many  undesirable  characteristics. 

Such  was  the  state  of  the  hog  indust¬ 
ry  in  Ontario  when  in  1880  a  Govern¬ 
ment  Commission  was  appointed  “to 
inquire  into  the  agricultural  resources 
of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  the  pro¬ 
gress  and  condition  of  agriculture 
therein  and  matters  connected  there¬ 
with.”  When  the  Commission  came  to 
deal  with  the  hog  industry  one  of  the 
chief  witnesses  to  give  evidence  was 
Mr  Davies,  who,  in  part,  said:  “Pork 


packing  is  the  comprehensive  name  of 
my  business  in  American  parlance,  but 
it:  is  really  bacon  curing.  The  class  of 
animals  1  require  are  hogs  ranging 
from  160  to  240  pounds  live  weight. 
The  kind  of  hog  we  desire  is  a  lean  hog 
but  I  would  here  guard  against  the 
idea  that  we  want  a  thin  hog.  While 
we  want  it  lean  we  want  it  well  fed. 
A  great  deal  oT‘  fat  instead  of  being  an 
advantage  is  a  great  disadvantage.  We 
like  a  long  hog.  What  we  want  is  a 
meaty  hog  but  not  a  fat  hog.  The 
markets  supplied  by  me,  for  which  the 
kind  of  pork  I  have  described  is  re¬ 
quired,  are  the  London  and  Liverpool 
markets  for  city  consumption;  but  the 
country  requirements  in  England  now 
are  very  similar  to  those  of  the  city. 
Farm  labourers  will  not  eat  chunks  of 
fat  as  they  used  to  do.” 

Agricultural  College  Attacks  The  Pro¬ 
blem 

These  statements  of  Mr.  Davies  in- 
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dicated  a  most  unsatisfactory  condi¬ 
tion  in  the  hog  industry  of  Ontario  and 
made  a  great  impression  on  the  hog 
breeders  and  government.  It  was  re¬ 
cognized  that  very  radical  changes  in 
production  methods  were  necesary.  In 
the  working  out  of  this  problem  the 
Ontario  Agricultural  College  took  a 
leading  part  and  with  the  co-operation 
of  the  breeders  and  the  packing  plants 
found  that  hog  which  would  satisfy 
the  requirements  of  all  concerned  could 
be  economically  produced. 

In  the  80 ’s  the  breeds  recognized  as 
being  of  bacon  type,  viz.,  Yorkshires 
and  Tamworths,  were  imported  into 
Canada.  Among  the  early  breeders  was 
Mr.  J.  E.  Brethour,  Burford,  Ontario, 
still  actively  engaged  in  breeding 
Yorkshires.  The  first  importation  of 
Yorkshires  by  the  Ontario  Agricultur¬ 
al  College  was  made  in  1890.  The  se¬ 
cond  importation  of  Tamworths-  into 
Canada  was  made  by  the  College  in 
1891. 

About  the  same  time  as  the  bacon 
type  breeds — Yorkshires  and  Tam¬ 
worths,  were  being  imported  into  Can¬ 
ada  the  Duroc  Jerseys  and  Chester 
Whites  were  brought  in  from  the  Un¬ 
ited  States.  Thus,  opportunity  was  af¬ 
forded  to  study  and  compare  the  merits 


of  the  different  breeds  as  to  their  suit¬ 
ability  to  Canada's  conditions  and  mar¬ 
kets.  Naturally,  opinions  of  stockmen 
were  varied  and  diversified  and  the 
experimental  work  under  the  direction 
of  Professor  G.  E.  Day  of  the  Animal 
Husbandry  Department  of  the  Ontario 
Agricultural  College  was  the  pioneer 
activity  in  what  turned  out  to  be  the 
revolutionizing  of  the  hog  industry  in 
Canada.  Professor  Day  had  the  good 
fortune  to  have  the  able  assistance  of 
Mr.  Wm.  Davies, at  whose  packing 
plant  all  of  the  experimental  hogs  were 
slaughtered  and  reported  on  as  to  gen¬ 
eral  characteristics  and  suitability  for 
bacon. 

The  objects  of  Professor  Days  experi¬ 
ments  were : — 

1.  To  compare  six  pure  breeds  of 
swine:  (a)  With  regard  to  relative 
economy  of  production. 

(b)  With  regard  to  suitability  for 
the  export  (British)  trade. 

2.  To  compare  different  grains  : 

(a)  With  regard  to  amount  required 
for  a  pound  of  grain. 

(b)  With  regard  to  quality  of  bacon 
produced. 

In  these  trials  which  extended  over 
a  period  of  five  years,  six  pigs  of  each

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What  About  the  Soy  Bean  in  Ontario 

AN  EXPLANATION  OF  THE  FIELD  HUSBANDRY  DEPARTMENT’S 

EXHIBIT  AT  THE  ROYAL.

„  AY  mister  can  you  cook  those  kind

of  beans  ?”  querried  an  interested 
spectator  while  viewing  the  soy 
bean  exhibit  prepared  by  the  Field 
Husbandry  division  of  the  Ontario  Agri¬ 
cultural  College,  for  the  Royal  Winter 
Fair  in  Toronto.  Perhaps  this  very 
question  has  arisen  in  the  minds  of  many 
persons  on  their  first  acquaintance  with 
this  valuable  forage  plant. 

The  exhibit  at  the  “Royal”  was  a 
very  novel  one  indeed.  The  central 


tion  was  the  very  popular  variety, 
O.AC.  No.  211,  originated  at  the  On¬ 
tario  Agricultural  College,  Guelph.  On 
the  rear  wall  of  the  exhibit  with  black 
velvet  as  a  background,  were  large 
raised  letters,  yellow  in  color,  and  ar¬ 
ranged  in  a  semi-circle  making  up  these 
words :  “What  About  the  Soy  Bean  in 
Ontario  ?” 

On  either  side  of  the  exhibit  con¬ 
veniently  arranged  tables  displayed 
samples  of  the  various  by-products  of

point  of  interest  was  the  arrangement  of 
five  varieties  of  soy  beans  in  a  huge 
bowl,  six  feet  in  diameter  and  three 
feet  high.  The  bowl  was  made  of  com¬ 
mercial  asbestos  wall-board,  suitably 
trimmed  in  wood  painted  a  light  creamy 
color.  There  was  a  three  inch  margin 
around  the  bowl  which  was  divided  into 
four  parts  for  each  of  the  four  varieties 
of  soy  beans,  namely  the  Ogemaw,  On¬ 
tario  Black,  Black  Eyebrow,  and  the 
Manchu ;  while  in  the  large  central  por- 


the  soy  bean,  with  suitable  labels  for 
explanatory  purposes. 

Immediately  above  the  large  bowl 
was  a  mechanical  salesman  silently  and 
courteously  explaining  the  established 
facts  by  means  of  a  series  of  printed 
cards,  regarding  the  values  and  uses  that 
the  soy  bean  can  be  put  to  when  grown 
under  Canadian  climatic  and  cultural 
conditions. 

In  more  recent  years  the  culture  of 
this  plant  for  seed  production  has  in- 
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creased  rapidly  and  the  use  of  the  crop 
will  probably  develop  into  far  reaching 
proportions.  The  seeds  contain  about 
20%  of  a  valuable  oil.  The  resulting 
cake  is  very  rich  in  protein,  valuable 
both  as  feed  for  stock  and  for  manufac¬ 
turing  meal  and  flour  for  human  food. 


The  unripe  bean  seeds  form  a  de^ 
licious  vegetable,  while  the  ripe  seeds 
furnish  a  very  satisfactory  substitute  for 
common  beans  either  boiled  or  baked. 

The  following  diagram  shows  the 
manifold  uses  to  which  the  different 
products  of  the  soy  bean  are  put: 
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About  one  hundred  varieties  of 
soy  beans  have  been  tested  at  the  On¬ 
tario  Agricultural  College  within  the 
past  twenty  years.  Many  of  these  have 
proven  to  be  unsuitable  for  growing  in 
this  province.  The  highest  yielder  of 
the  twenty-three  varieties  grown  in 


Salads 

1924  was  the  O.A.C.  No.  211. 

I  he  highest  yields  were  obtained 
from  seeding  a  medium  ripening  variety 
in  the  last  week  of  April  and  the  first 
week  of  May,  a  medium  early  variety 
about  the  middle  of  May  and  an  early 
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variety  at  the  end  of  the  month.  The 
seed  can  be  sown  at  the  rate  of  one-half 
bushel  per  acre,  in  rows  twenty-five  to 
thirty  inches  apart,  or  it  can  be  sown 
from  all  the  tubes  of  a  grain  drill,  at  the 
rate  of  one  and  one-half  bushels  per 
acre.  Cultivation  is  necessary  in  the 
former  which  is  the  usual  method. 

The  O.A.C.  No.  211,  soy  bean  was 
successfully  tested  with  each  of  two 
other  varieties  in  the  co-operative  ex¬ 
periments  throughout  Ontario,  eight 
tests  were  made  in  all. 

These  tests  were  made  in  the  coun¬ 
ties  of  Kent,  Lambton,  Huron,  Middle¬ 
sex,  Simcoe  and  Victoria.  Four  of  the 
tests  were  made  on  clay  loam,  two  on 
sand  and  one  each  on  gravel  loam  and 
clay.  Two  year’s  results  show  the  fol¬ 


lowing  average  yield  of  grain  per  acre 
for  each  of  the  three  varieties :  O.  A.  C. 
No.  211 — 19.3  bushels;  O.  A.  C.  No. 
Ill — 16.4  bushels;  Early  Brown — 14.0 
bushels. 

During  the  month  of  August  next 
year,  (1929),  the  American  Soy  Bean 
Association  are  holding  their  annual 
meeting  at  the  O.  A.  College  and  in 
the  City  of  Toronto.  All  persons  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  growing  of  this  forage  plant 
would  do  well  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  of  attending  the  meetings 
held  at  the  O.  A.  C.,  because  there  is 
sure  to  be  some  very  interesting  points 
brought  up  and  clisccussed  which  would 
be  of  value  to  the  amateur  or  prospective 
grower  of  the  soy  bean.

WHAT  Queen’s  Park  is  to  the 
University  of  Toronto,  our 
campus  is  to  the  O.  A.  C.  The 
majority  of  visitors  to  the  college  enjoy 
the  open  lawns  with  their  perennial 
borders  of  flowers  and  shrubs  in  all  the 
freshness  of  early  summer.  Only  a  few 
of  the  students  in  agriculture,  chiefly 
those  who  return  for  the  Macdonald  In¬ 
stitute  graduation  exercises  in  June,  be¬ 
come  acquainted  with  the  appearance  of 
the  summer  campus. 


*  By  the  time  college  re-opens  in  the 
fall  the  grass  and  the  broad-leaved  trees 
and  shrubs  have  taken  on  that  inter-seas¬ 
on  sameness  of  hue  which,  except  to  the 
newcomer,  tends  to  pass  unnoticed. 
Soon  the  brighter  autumn  colours  are 
fully  evident.  Then — too  often  not  until 
then — do  we  realize  that  we  have  miss¬ 
ed  the  beauty  of  the  changing  panorama 
which  the  campus  offers  to  those  who 
will  see  that  at  which  they  look. 

To  the  north  of  the  Institute  and 
Macdonald  Hall  we  have  one  of  the 
loveliest  combinations  of  lawn  and 
perennial  plantings  found  in  Ontario.

The  autumn  tints  of  Spindle-tree, 
Smoke-tree,  Bush  Cranberry,  and  Tar¬ 
tarian  Maple  add  warmth  to  the  sombre 
shades  of  the  conifers  interspersed 
throughout  the  border.  Maples  and  oaks 
are  clothed  in  scarlet  and  crimson. 
Everywhere  one  looks  there  are  innum¬ 
erable  evidences  of  the  prevailing  beauty 
of  tone  and  harmony  shown  in  various 
portions  of  the  border  yet  common  to 
the  whole  effect. 

By  mid-November  most  of  the  col¬ 
or  has  been  displaced  by  the  stark  skele¬ 
tons  which  supported  the  former  glory 
of  tree  and  shrub.  Only  the  slender 
white  birch  tapers,  yellow-flamed,  re¬ 
main;  mute  symbol  of  departed  splen¬ 
dor.  Shortly  afterward  the  campus  as¬ 
sumes  the  drab  garb  of  early  winter 
which  is  not  relieved  until  about  the  18th 


of  December  when  we  welcome  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  season’s  snowy  mantle. 

Then  follows  the  season  of  con¬ 
trasts.  Pressed  close  in  huddled  groups 
the  conifers  maintain  their  sombre  green 
resisting  the  great  ground  of  white, 
while  the  cool,  gray,  naked,  deciduous 
forms  await  the  passing  of  this  unfeel¬ 
ing  season.  A  cold  rime,  a  soft,  fleecy 
covering,  or  a  prolonged  heavy  fall  of 
snow  produce  as  many  variations  in  the 
general  wintry  effect.  If  the  sun  shines 
upon  these  changes,  contrasts  are  height¬ 
ened  as  more  tones  are  revealed. 

Happy  are  they  who  see  the  beauty 
which  lies  about  us  on  our  campus. 
Happiest  they  who  possess  that  faculty 
of  apperception  which  permits  the  full- 
valuation  of  what  they  see. 


Campus  Trees  In  Their  Christmas  Decorations. 
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No  Profits  In  Potatoes 

WHY  ARE  POTATOES  SELLING  AT  A  PRICE  LOWER  THAN  THE  COST 

OF  PRODUCTION?

SOME  criticism  has  been  levied  at 
the  non-functioning  of  the  Anti- 
Dumping  Act  this  sason  in  re¬ 
spect  to  potatoes,  because  of  the  fact 
that  Ontario  producers  are  only  re¬ 
ceiving  from  thirty-five  to  sixty-five 
cents  a  bag  for  their  products 
and  many  growers  are  suffering 

heavy  losses.  This  criticism  is 

•/ 

entirely  erronous  as  practically  no 
main  crop  northern  grown  United 
States  potatoes  have  been  marketed  in 
Canada  this  year.  The  low  price  con¬ 
dition  arises  from  a  very  different  set 
cf  factors. 

Production  estimates  show  a  nine 
per  cent,  increase  in  production  in  Can¬ 
ada  over  1927.  Early  estimates  credit¬ 
ed  Ontario  with  a  twenty-eight  per 
cent,  increase  over  last  year.  Later 
facts  show  the  yield  to  be  slightly  be¬ 
low  normal.  The  crop  in  most  parts 
of  northern  Ontario  is  a  failure.  Quebec 
province  is  also  below  normal.  Lower 
yields  are  usually  indicative  of  higher 
prices.  The  Maritime  Province  have 
an  increase  of  twenty-nine  per  cent, 
over  last  year.  In  United  States  es¬ 
timates  show  an  increase  of  approxim¬ 
ately  fourteen  per  cent,  over  the  high 
yield  for  1927.  The  production  is  part¬ 
icularly  high  in  New  York  and  the 
Corn  Belt  states.  Prices  in  the  East¬ 
ern  States  are  just  as  low  as  they  are 
in  Ontario. 

Over  production  in  United  States  is 
always  reflected  by  low  prices  in  Can¬ 
ada.  A  large  bulk  of  the  Maritime 
crops  in  past  years  went  by  boat  to 
United  States  via  Boston.  The  U.  S. 


tariff  on  potatoes  now  at  50c  cwt.  has 
practically  wiped  out  this  trade  for 
market  potatoes.  Cuba  was  another 
good  export  market  closed  only  last 
year  because  of  a  high  tariff  composed 
against  foreign  imported  potatoes. 

Faced  with  over-production  and  with 
markets  seriously  restricted,  low  prices 
now  exist  in  the  Maritimes.  Large 
quantities  of  Prince  Edward  Island  and 
New  Brunswick  potatoes  are  being 
shipped  into  Ontario  at  low  prices.  Be¬ 
ing  rigidly  graded,  they  compete  suc¬ 
cessfully  on  our  own  markets,  and  com¬ 
mand  ten  to  thirty  cents  more  per  bag 
than  do  our  less  rigidly  graded  Ontar¬ 
io  potatoes.  Another  consideration  is 
that  considerable  rot  has  become  evi¬ 
dent  lately  in  Ontario  potatoes. 

This  has  a  very  demoralizing  influ¬ 
ence  on  the  market,  for  no  wholesaler 
will  take  the  risk  of  loss  from  a  ship¬ 
ment  going  bad  on  his  hands.  This 
always  results  in  price  cutting,  and  the 
farmer  inevitable  suffers  the  most  in 
the  long  run. 

Ontaria  farmers  are  losing  $2,500,000 
annually  on  our  own  markets  by  not 
grading  potatoes  rigidly,  calculated 
from  the  increased  prices  paid  for 
graded  Prince  Edward  Island  and  New 
Brunswick  potatoes  in  Ontario  cities 
Most  Ontario  potatoes  are  simply  cul¬ 
led  over  for  small  potatoes  and  the  re¬ 
mainder  sold  as  grade  B.  This  results 
in  a  little  better  grade  than  grade  B., 
wM(h  may  justify  a  slight  increase  in 
price  over  strictly  grade  B.  The  de¬ 
moralizing  influence  is  felt  when  a  man

PREPARING  BIRDS  FOR  A  POULTRY  SHOW.

Pioper  Preparation  is  an  Important  Factor  in  Success  in  the  Show  Room.* 


THIS  by  no  means  refers  to 
the  regular  “  Saturday  Night 
Affair,”  but  more  especially 
to  the  washing  of  fowl  before 
the  poultry  show.  With  the  Col¬ 
lege  Royal  and  many  winter  poultry 
shows  in  the  offing,  a  word  on  this 
subject  may  help  many  to  get  in  the 
money. 

Condition  plays  a  much  greater  part 
in  the  placing  of  the  awards  than  is 
generally  acknowledged,  and  in  white 
and  buff  fowl  washing  is  an  important 
part  of  condition.  It  is  difficult  for  a 
judge  to  place  a  dirty  bird  over  a  clean 
one,  unless  it  far  excells  in  quality,  and 
then  the  win  is  of  no  credit  to  the  ex¬ 
hibitor. 

The  washing  of  fowl  is  not  a  difficult 
task  but  requires  practice  and  patience. 
The  esentials  are  three  medium  sized 
tubs,  water,  soap  and  a  man  who  can 
handle  poultry..  Birds  should  be  wash¬ 
ed  four  or  five  days  before  shipping  to 
the  show,  and  it  is  well  to  wash  a  few 


extra  as  not  all  birds  are  improved  by 
the  process.  The  tubs  should  be  half 
filled  with  clean  warm  water;  the  first 
tub  about  110  degrees  Fahrenheit  and 
the  other  two  tubs  a  little  cooler — about 
103  degrees.  This  temperature  must  be 
held  all  through  the  wash,  by  occasion¬ 
ally  adding  a  little  hot  water.  Best  re¬ 
sults  are  obtained  by  using  soft  water 
or  hard  water  may  be  softened  by  ad¬ 
ding  ammonia  or  borax.  Then  make 
suds  by  dissolving  a  handful  of  Lux 
or  some  other  mild  white  soap  flakes 
and  obtain  a  couple  of  medium  sized 
sponges  and  an  ordinary  nail  brush. 

Immerse  the  bird  in  the  first  tub, 
and  gradually  work  a  good  stiff  lather 
all  through  the  feathers,  using  some 
mild  white  soap.  Keep  the  bird  stand¬ 
ing  in  the  first  tub,  rinse  out  the  lather 
and  lather  again.  Then  repeat  for  the 
third  time,  and  with  the  nail  brush 
scrub  thoroughly  the  wings,  tail,  back, 
head,  legs,  comb  and  wattles,  paying 
particular  attention  to  any  stained 
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spots.  Then  take  a  dipper  of  water 
from  the  second  tub,  having  made  sure 
that  it  is  warm  enough  to  rinse  well 
and  that  it  will  not  chill  the  bird.  Pour 
this  water  over  the  bird  while  holding 
it  over  the  first  tub,  and  in  this  way 
remove  most  of  the  lather.  Then  rinse 
thoroughly  in  the  second  tub,  and 
again  in  the  third  tub.  Blueing  may  be 
used  in  the  third  tub  but  care  must  be 
taken,  as  the  blue  may  streak  the 
feathers.  The  bird  should  be  thorough¬ 
ly  clean,  free  from  soap  and  ready  to 
be  dried.  Four  or  five  birds  may  be 
washed  in  the  same  water,  then  the 
three  tubs  should  be  emptied  and  clean 
water  obtained. 

The  birds  should  then  be  placed  in 
wire  bottomed  coops  in  a  room  with 
a  temperature  of  about  85°  around  the 
hackle,  the  time  varying  with  the  dif¬ 
ferent  bird. 

About  this  time  the  bird  should  be 
taken  from  the  coop  and  induced  to 
flap  its  wings,  which  serves  to  stimulate 
circulation  and  warm  it  up.  If  the 
bird  pants  and  holds  its  wings  out, 
move  it  farther  from  the  heat  or  if  it 
appears  to  shiver  bring  it  closer.  When 
the  bird  is  nearly  dry  but  not  fluffed 
up,  drying  can  be  hastened  and  better 


results  obtaind  by  the  use  of  an  electric 
fan  or  electric  hair  drier.  Hold  the 
bird  near  the  fan  for  about  ten  minutes, 
loosening  the  feather  with  the  fingers 
and  turning  it  so  as  to  dry  all  parts  of 
the  body,  but  especially  around  the 
tail.  Care  must  be  exercised  to  see  that 
bird  does  not  become  chilled  by  being 
exposed  too  long  at  a  time  to  the  fan- 
ning. 

While  the  birds  are  drying  they 
should  be  watched  closely,  gradually 
reducing  the  temperature  of  the  room 
as  they  dry.  The  use  of  a  fan  produces 
a  better  texture  of  feathers  arid. helps 
to  prevent  them  becoming  matted  and 
stringy. 

During  the  few  days  before  the  show, 
they  should  be  fed  lightly  on  whole 
grain,  as  this  is  the  feed  they  will  re¬ 
ceive  in  the  show  room.  Give  a  little 
green  feed  once  a  day.  In  shipping  to 
the  show  the  birds  should  be  shipped 
singly  if  possible,  though  pen  females 
may  be  shipped  together.  If  possible 
go  to  the  show  and  carefully  look  over 
your  birds  the  morning  they  are  to  be 
judged;  see  that  each  bird  is  in  good 
condition  and  has  had  proper  care.  The 
judge  will  do  the  rest.

ed  leave  of  absence  and  in  1927  took 
his  master’s  degree  at  Ames. 

Professor  Steckley ’s  appointment  has 
been  expected  as  he  seemed  to  be  the 
logical  choice.  He  is  an  authority  in 
live  stock  matters  and  his  ability  as  an 
instructor  has  been  well  shown  by  the 
success  of  the  judging  teams  which  he 
has  coached.  He  graduated  from  the 
College  with  the  class  of  1911  having 
as  classmates  such  other  well  known 
O.A.C.  graduates  as  Dr.  F.  N.  Marcel- 
lus,  of  the  poultry  department,  Prof. 
A.  W.  Baker  of  the  entomology  depart¬ 
ment,  the  late  Professor  Wade  Toole, 
and  W.  H.  Porter,  editor  of  the  Parm¬ 
er’s  Advocate. 

He  was  agricultural  representative 
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in  York  county  for  many  years  and  the 
judging  teams  he  developed  won  the 
inter-county  judging  competition  for 
several  years  in  succession.  He  joined 
the  staff  of  the  O.A.C.  animal  husband¬ 
ry  department  about  six  years  ago  as 
associate  professor  and  has  been  acting 
head  since  the  death  of  Professor  Wade 
Toole  last  January. 

He  has  a  happy  personality  and  has 
made  many  friends  at  the  College.  Not 
the  least  of  these  are  the  students  who 
have  a  high  regard  for  his  abilities  and 
who  find  in  him  one  of  the  professors 
who  they  can  easily  approach  with 
their  problems.  He  is  highly  regarded 
as  a  judge  of  live  stock  and  is  very  pop¬ 
ular  with  the  stock  men  of  the  prov¬ 
ince. 

Professor  Knox  joined  the  staff  of 
the  department  as  lecturer  upon  grad¬ 
uation  in  1920.  He  had  originally  been 


with  the  Class  ofT7,  but  like  so  many 
other  O.A.C.  students  of  that  time  in¬ 
terrupted  his  studies  to  answer  the  call 
to  arms.  His  abilities  earned  for  him 
th e  promotion  to  the  rank  of  associate 
professor  a  few  years  ago.  He  is  an 
authority  on  swine  and  has  been  con¬ 
ducting  extensive  research  into  min¬ 
eral  requirements  in  their  ration  and 
the  difficulties  in  rearing  winter  litters. 

Professor  Raithby  was  appointed  lec¬ 
turer  in  the  department  upon  gradua¬ 
tion  in  1922.  Later  he  was  made  farm 
superintendent  and  in  this  capacity  has 
shown  himself  to  be  an  efficient  man¬ 
ager,  for  the  College  farm  has  never 
been  more  successfully  handled.  He  is 
a  strong  live  stock  man  and  at  the  same 
time  a  good  lecturer.  A  more  deserv¬ 
ing  appointment  could  not  have  been 
made.

Research  for  the  Agricultural  Student 


ACCORDING  to  an  estimate  given 
recently  by  Premier  Ferguson 
the  industrial  research  fund 
which  he  is  sponsoring  will  reach  four 
million  dollars  instead  of  the  two  mil¬ 
lion  which  was  originally  planned. 
That  industrialists,  corporations,  and 
public  spirited  individuals  should  so 
readily  oversubscribe  this  fund  is  an 
indication  that  the  value  of  research 
is  now  well  appreciated  in  this  count¬ 
ry.  Agriculture  being  the  basic  indust¬ 
ry  of  this  country,  it  seems  likely  that 
a  considerable  portion  of  this  sum  will 
be  devoted  to  agricultural  research,  and 


it  behooves  us  as  agricultural  students 
to  investigate  how  this  new  era  is 
going  to  effect  us. 

A  great  deal  of  money  is  being  made 
in  research  but  at  the  same  time  there 
is  a  great  deal  being  lost  through  ill- 
advised  and  unsound  projects  and  in¬ 
competent  workers.  Much  depends  on 
the  investigators  ability  to  properly 
analyze  the  situation  with  respect  to 
its  economic  limitations  and  as  to  the 
scientific  soundness  of  the  project.  The 
individual  is  a  limiting  factor,  of 
course,  in  research,  but  outside  of  this, 
success  depends  on  his  training. 
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The  man  undertaking  research  in  ag¬ 
riculture  must  have  a  knowledge  of 
pure  science  and  at  the  same  time  must 
understand  the  art  so  that  he  can  cor¬ 
relate  and  co-ordinate  the  facts  dis¬ 
covered.  “If  satisfactory  progress  is 
to  be  made  in  the  solution  of  the  diverse 
problems  of  the  farm  to  the  end  that 
agriculture  may  be  more  prosperous, 
the  facts  developed  by  research  must 
be  intelligently  correlated  and  co-or¬ 
dinated,  superficial  distinguished 
from  fundamentals,  and  the  latter  in¬ 
terpreted  in  the  light  of  practical 
knowledge  as  well  as  scientific  inform¬ 
ation.” 

The  question  that  these  requirements 
bring  to  mind  is  just  where  does  the 
student  at  this  College  who  takes  post¬ 
graduate  work  in  science  stand  in  com¬ 
parison  to  the  man  who  graduates  in 
science  and  then  takes  graduate  work 
in  agriculture.  Which  is  better,  to 
learn  the  art  or  the  science  first? 

One  thing  seems  certain,  that  the 


graduate  from  this  College  has  a  real 
appreciation  of  the  many  problems  that 
face  the  agriculturist  to-day.  He  real¬ 
izes  h'/.v  little  he  know,  in  this  im¬ 
mense  field  and  this  is  another  essential 
to  success  in  research.  There  is  also 
the  probability  that  the  science  grad¬ 
uate  will  not  so  fully  appreciate  the 
value  of  the  “art”  in  agriculture. 

Research  . is  beginning  to  be  felt  in 
the  air  here  and  the  contact  with  lives 
devoted  to  it  will  be  a  further  advant¬ 
age  for  our  students.  They  should  take 
advantage  of  every  opportunity  that 
is  offered  to  become  more  closely  as¬ 
sociated  with  this  new  movement. 

Agricultural  research  will  require 
more  and  more  men  each  year,  and  it 
would  seem  that  there  is  going  to  be 
no  one  better  fitted  to  direct  it  than 
the  student  of  this  College  who  takes 
post  graduate  work  in  some  of  the 
closely  related  fields  of  science,  such 
as  biological  chemistry.

A  short  program  which  preceded  the 
feature  of  the  evening  included  a  xylo¬ 
phone  solo  by  Dan  Cameron  ’32  and  a 
vocal  solo  by  Mr.  George  Raithby. 

The  subject  chosen  by  Professor 
Currelly  was  “Village  Life  in  Egypt.” 


\  iscount  Willingdon  and  Dr.  Christie  Descending  the 
Steps  of  Memorial  Hall  After  Having  Placed  a  Wreath 
on  the  Memorial  Tablet  During  the  Governor-General’s 
Recent  Visit  to  the  College. 
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He  opened  his  talk  by  a  short  and  inter¬ 
esting  discussion  of  country  and  indus¬ 
trial  life  in  North  America,  and  con¬ 
gratulated  us  upon  our  choice  of  occupa¬ 
tion.  Continuing  with  a  graphic  account 
of  life  in  Egyptian  villages,  he  told  us 
how  intolerably  lazy  was  the  life  of  the 
Egyptian  desert  dwellers,  whose  daily 
routine  consists  of  a  meal,  a  ten-hour 
rest,  another  meal,  and  so  to  bed.  Weap¬ 
ons  consisting  of  old  and  useless  shot¬ 
guns,  are  always  kept  within  reach  for 
the  psychological  comfort  they  afford. 
The  principle  article  of  diet  is  corn. 
Many  of  the  household  duties,  including 
the  cooking,  are  performed  by  the  small 
boy  of  the  family.  If  this  were  the  case 
in  Canada,  we  suspect  that  many  people 
would  starve  to  death! 


‘  ‘  Market  day,  ’  ’said  Professor  Currelly, 
is  a  great  occasion  in  rural  Egypt,  and 

the  itinerant  merchant  becomes  an  im¬ 
portant  figure  in  the  economic  life  of  the 
village  as  its  strongest  link  with  the 
outside  world. ”  His  next  intelligence  led 
us  to  believe  that  the  life  of  an  Egyptian 
agricultural  student  must  be  one  of  care¬ 
free  ease,  for,  he  told  us,  there  are  no 
weeds  in  Egypt !  Crops  are  irrigated  by 
a  primitive  manual  system,  and  the 
scanty  alluvial  residues  brought  down 
by  the  Nile  are  used  as  fertilizer. 

The  lecture  then  concluded  with  the 
exhibition  of  some  interesting  lantern- 
slides,  and  we  went  home  feeling  much 
interested  by  our  mental  voyage  to  the 
;Orient,  but  thinking  that,  after  all  there 
is  no  place  like  Canada. 


Rabbi  Isserman  Speaks  In  Memorial  Hall 


The  fundamental  unity  of  all  great  re¬ 
ligions  of  the  world  was  the  keynote  of 
a  most  interesting  address  delivered  in 
Memorial  Hall  on  Sunday  afternoon, 
Nov.  25th.,  to  a  large  audience,  by  Rabbi 
Isserman  of  Holy  Blossom  Synagogue, 
Toronto,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
S.C.A. 

Speaking  on  the  subject,  “Things  We 
Have  In  Common,”  the  speaker  declar¬ 
ed  that  we  all  have  in  common,  one  God, 
the  common  father  of  all  mankind.  This 
conception  of  the  unity  of  God  is  shared 
alike  by  Jew,  Christian  and  Mohamme¬ 
dan.  Furthermore,  if  we  go  to  all  other 
ancient  religions  we  find  an  attempt  to 


define  this  conception  of  one  God — a 
conception  having  as  its  inevitable  corol¬ 
lary  the  unity  of  mankind.  “What  mat¬ 
ters  it  to  God  whether  men  seek  Him 
before  the  image  of  Buddha,  in  the 
Jewish  tabernacle,  or  in  the  Christian 
church;  whether  they  call  him  Jesus, 
Buddha,  Confucius  or  Jehovah;  so  long 
as  men  fill  the  age  long  desire  for  unity 
with  him,”  was  the  closing  thought  of 
themddress. 

Following  the  address,  the  Rabbi  an- 
wered  numerous  questions,  proposed 
by  members  of  the  audience,  in  a  very 
practical  and  highly  interesting  man¬ 
ner.  — L.  A.  B.,  ’30. 


Col.  MacLean’s  Speech  a  Challenge 


Students  may  be  happily  spared  from 
the  mazes  of  unripe  opinions  which  ever 
befuddle  the  man  in  the  street.  We  are 
constrained  both  by  lack  of  time  and, 
admittedly,  of  aged  critical  judgement 
to  heed  only  high  authorities.  It  is  our 
advantage  to  have  a  college  faculty  to 
point  to  worthy  sources  of  ideas.  The 


S.C.A.  called  in  a  rather  prominent 
authority  on  one  of  our  rising  interests 
when  Col.  J.  B.  MacLean,  of  the  Mac- 
Lean  Publishing  Company,  was  brought 
before  us  on  Sunday,  December  2nd. 
His  address  on  “The  Place  of  Journal¬ 
ism  in  the  Life  of  Our  Country”  has 
aleady  been  reviewed  but  we  wish  here 
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to  point  back  to  certain  points  of  pecul¬ 
iar  interest. 

Col.  MacLean  began  with  warm 
praise  for  our  new  president  of  whom 
he  said,  “He  makes  agriculture  speak 
with  a  new  voice ;  he  is  not  in  a  rut ;  he 
sees  things  in  their  true  relation.”  After 
mentioning  Dr  Christie’s  claim  that 
graduates  were  more  deserving  of  rural 
settlement  loans  than  immigrants,  the 
speaker  cleariy  stated  that  in  his  opinion 
graduates  with  degree  standing  should 
not  return  to  the  farms  but  to  the  farm¬ 
ers.  He  pointed  to  the  agricultural 
school  as  the  place  for  the  boy  who 
would  be  a  farmer  and  said  that  the 
college  should  turn  its  funds  more  and 
more  to  training  leaders.  He  lauded  Dr. 
Christie’s  recent  speech  which  had  voic¬ 
ed  the  unservile  spirit  of  the  farming 
class  toward  patronizing  approaches. 
He  pointed  to  the  Farmer’s  Advocate  as 
a  link  in  Ontario’s  progress  and  named 
the  three  best  agricultural  editors  of 
America  as  belonging  to  the  three  most 
prosperous  states  of  the  Union.  For 


the  journalist  he  emphasized  good  ap¬ 
prenticeship  and  high  ideals.  The  Mac- 
Lean  Publishing  Company  had  lost 
millions  in  training  journalists,  yet  the 
speaker  expressed  a  desire  to  have  the 
training  of  some  of  our  graduate  men 
and  women.  He  showed  us  how  we 
might,  with  the  aid  of  the  papers,  not 
only  look  ahead  but  also  outward  par¬ 
ticularly  to  our  neighbors  to  the  south 
whenever  they  solve  problems  like  our 
own. 

It  was  his  fatherly  warning  that, 
since  he  had  harmed  men  with  praise, 
kicks  are  preferred  for  the  puppy  jour¬ 
nalist.  Not  as  a  capitalist  but  as  a  re¬ 
porter,  he  said  he  could  go  into  a  farm¬ 
ing  community  and  quadruple  the  in¬ 
comes  of  the  farmers  in  five  years — 
this  we  try  to  interpret  as  a  sweeping 
challenge  to  our  farm  journalism.  While 
Col.  MacLean’s  address  has  been  called 
uneloquent  and  mercenary  it  came  from 
a  man  who  knows  and  carried  a  pith  of 
sense  which  we  can  well  afford  to  take 
out  and  along  with  us.  A.  A.,  ’30. 


“You  Never  Can  Tell’’  presented  by  Philharmonic 


On  November  22nd.,  the  O.A.C.  Phil¬ 
harmonic  Society  produced  a  four  act 
comedy:  “You  Never  Can  Tell,”  by 
George  Bernrd  Shaw. 

The  play  was  written  at  the  beginning 
of  the  century,  when  women  were  just 
beginning  to  struggle  against  the  mascu¬ 
line  dominance  which  together  with 
flowing  garments,  had  hampered  their 
activities  for  so  many  years.  Mrs.  Clan- 
don,  a  formidable  champion  of  the 
women’s  rights  movement,  has  been 
separated  from  her  husband,  Mr.  Fergus 
Crampton.  She  has  brought  up  their 
three  children  in  Maderia,  and  after 
eighteen  years  absence,  they  return  to 
England.  There  they  accidentally  meet 
Mr.  Crampton^  and  the  reconciliation  of 
the  family,  together  with  the  wooing  of 


Gloria,  Mrs.  Clandon’s  daughter,  by 
\  alentine,  a  nonchalant  young-  dentist, 
forms  the  theme  of  the  play. 

Shaw’s  brilliant  witticisms  and  clever 
dialogue  placed  considerable  burden 
upon  the  cast.  We  are  glad  to  say  that 
they  came  through  with  flying  colors, 
and  Mrs.  McLean  is  to  be  congratulated 
on  her  excellent  work  in  the  coaching 
of  so  difficult  a  production.  For  special 
mention,  we  would  select  Miss  Evelyn 
Hutton  and  T.  C.  Karr,  who  were  very 
lively  and  amusing  as  the  twins,  Dolly 
and  Philip;  W.  J.  Cowie,  who  gave  a 
forceful  interpretation  of  the  role  of 
bergus  Crampton  and  Miss  Taney  Car- 
ling-Kelly,  who  showed  well  the  alter¬ 
nate  haughtiness  and  emotion  pecessary 
in  the  part  of  Gloria.

Dr.  Hood  Speaks  to  Dairy  Club 

An  interesting  and  instructive  address 
was  given  by  Dr.  Hood,  under  the  aus¬ 
pices  of  the  Dairy  Club  on  Monday, 
November  26th.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that 
a  number  of  members  were  away  at  the 
Royal  Winter  Fair,  a  good  turn  out  took 
place. 

The  meeting  opened  with  a  solo  by 
R.  Morrison  of  year  ’30,  after  which 


the  club  president,  F.  E.  A.  Smith,  intro¬ 
duced  the  speaker  for  the  evening. 

The  first  half  of  the  address  was  de¬ 
voted  to  an  outline  of  the  World’s  Dairy 
Congress  in  London,  last  June.  The 
speaker  outlined  the  papers  given  which 
were  mostly  devoted  to  milk  production, 
distribution  and  manufacturing,  animal 
psychology  in  milk  production,  veterin¬ 
ary  medicine  in  relation  to  milk  produc¬ 
tion,  chemistry  and  bacteriology. 

Dr.  Hood  then  gave  a  description  of 
the  work  of  the  dairy  branch  at  Ottawa. 
This  branch  looks  after  the  cold  storage, 
market  reports  of  dairy  products,  grad¬ 
ing  and  dairy  research.  He  also  describ¬ 
ed  some  of  the  problems  the  dairy 
branch  has  to  work  with  such  as  racidity 
of  cheese,  surface  taint  of  butter,  yeast 
and  moulds  counts  of  butter  etc. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  address  a 
short  discussion  was  held.  A  vote  of 
thanks  was  then  moved  to  Dr.  Hood, 
for  giving  his  time  to  his  alma  mater.

Dr.  Christie  Honored  At  Chicago 


DR.  G.  I.  CHRISTIE 

President  of  this  College  Whose  Por¬ 
trait  Was  Added  to  the  Hall  of  Fame  of 
the  Saddle  and  Sirloin  Club  at  the  Inter¬ 
national  Live  Stoek  Exposition  at  Chicago. 

High  tribute  to  the  work  of  Presi¬ 
dent  Christie  was  paid  at  the  Inter¬ 
national  Live  Stock  Exposition  on 
December  3rd.,  on  the  occasion  of  the 
unveiling  of  his  portrait  which  was 
added  to  the  Hall  of  Fame  of  the  Sad¬ 
dle  and  Sirloin  Club.  The  portrait  was 
a  gift  showing  the  appreciation  of  the 
Indiana  Corn  Grower’s  Association, 
which  President  Christie  served  as 
secretary-treasurer  for  more  than  20 
years,  while  he  was  director  of  exten¬ 
sion  and  research  work  at  Purdue  Un¬ 
iversity.  More  than  100  leading  agri¬ 
culturists  from  state  and  nation  attend¬ 
ed  the  dinner  marking  the  unveiling. 


•Charles  E.  Snyder,  editor  of  the  Daily 
Drovers’  Journal,  and  president  of  the 
club,  presided,  introducing  Dean  J.  H. 
Skinner,  of  Purdue,  who  acted  as  toast¬ 
master.  Toasts  were  responded  to  by 
Hon.  W.  B.  Roadhouse,  Deputy  Min¬ 
ister  of  Agriculture,  from  Toronto,  who 
pointed  to  the  work  of  President  Christ¬ 
ie  as  a  director  of  the  International 
Livestock  Exposition  and  superintend-  j 
ent  of  the  grain  and  hay  show  as  an¬ 
other  step  to  cement  the  cordial  re¬ 
lations  between  U.  S.  and  Canada. 

Dr.  IJ.  0.  Ellinger,  president  of  the 
University  of  Copenhagen,  Denmark; 
R,  S.  Heilman,  president  of  the  Indiana 
Corn  Grower’s  Association;  John  Clay,  J 
president  of  the  International  Live¬ 
stock  Exposition ;  Dean  C.  F.  Curtiss, 
Iowa  State  College;  Arthur  G.  Leonard, 
general  manager  of  the  Chicago  Union 
Stock  Yards,  and  others  were  present,  j 

Leonard  B.  Clore,  secretary  of  the 
Federal  Land  Bank  at  Louisville,  Ky., 
and  former  Indiana  Corn  King,  made 
the  presentation  in  behalf  of  the  Corn 
Growers. 

Since  his  appointment  as  president 
of  this  College  a  little  over  six  months 
ago  Dr.  Christie  has  made  his  influence 
strongly  felt  in  the  agriculture  of  the 
province,  and  his  many  speeches  have 
brimmed  with  id^as  that  have  wakened 
agriculture  leaders  to  their  respons¬ 
ibilities  in  improving  existing  condit¬ 
ions.  His  suggestion  at  the  0.  S.  T.  A. 
—O.  A.  C.  Alumni  Banquet  held  dur¬ 
ing  the  Royal  Winter  Fair  that  much 
of  the  money  now  spent  in  establishing 
untrained  immigrants  on  farms  would 
he  better  utilized  in  loans  to  O.A.C. 
graduates  who  were  without  the  fin- 
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ancial  means  of  starting  up  in  farming, 
and  so  to  meet  debts  which  they  had 
contracted  in  paying  their  way  through 
College  had  to  leave- farming  and  take 
up  work  which  would  he  more  immed¬ 
iately  remunerative  in  that  it  would 
require  no  outlay  was  typical  of  the 
way  he  has  been  able  to  not  only  see 
the  faults  in  our  present  systems,  but 
also  to  make  concrete  suggestions  for 
their  improvement. 

Already  he  has  given  his  support  to 
many  of  our  student  organizations  and 
his  interest  has  stimulated  many  of 
our  clubs  to  greater  activity.  In  en¬ 


couraging  athletics  he  has  been  partic¬ 
ularly  keen.  It  was  largely  through  his 
efforts  that  Carl  Voss  was  secured  to 
coach  our  rugby  and  hockey  teams  and 
that  the  improvements  in  equipments 
such  as  the  construction  of  the  movable 
bleachers  and  the  remodelling  of  the 
gymnasium  were  undertaken. 

No  less  has  his  influence  been  felt 
in  the  various  departments,  and  re¬ 
search  is  securing  his  whole  hearted 
support.  Clearly  the  College,  the  prov¬ 
ince,  and  even  the  Dominion  are  gaining 
through  the  return  of  Dr.  Christie  to 
his  native  province.

Bus  Moore,  also  from  the  Twin  City, 
former  Ontario  lightweight  boxing 
champion,  are  more  than  pleased  at  the 
material  at  their  disposal. 

Mr.  Rumple  tells  us,  that  although  we 
may  have  lost  such  valuable  men  as 
Ritchie  Robinson,  and  Carrol  Lindsay, 
our  new  material  is  comnig  along  in 
great  shape,  whilst  the  older  hands  are 
developing  a  keen  wrestling  sense.  Mike 
Chepesuik  is  in  better  shape  this  year 
than  ever,  while  the  Watt  brothers  La 
Pointe,  Griffiths  and  Wilson  are  coming 
along  fine.  Our  heavyweights  are  above 
the  average  and  the  lighter  men  will  do 
the  team  no  discredit. 

The  boxers  show  considerable  prom¬ 
ise.  They  showed  us  all  what  they  could 
do  when  they  emerged  victorious  over 
the  C. O.A.C.  down  town  this  fall. 

In  previous  years  the  boxing  has  not 
quite  come  up  to  the  high  standard  set 
by  the  wrestlers.

For  weeks  the  Institute  had  breath¬ 
ed  forth  an  atmosphere  of  expectancy, 
and  there  was  a  feeling  that  great  forces 
were  at  work  beneath  the  customary 
phlegm  of  school  routine.

Our 
appetites-  evidently  amazed  them,  for  one 
asked,  “where  are  you  girls  from  any¬ 
way,  that  you  want  to  eat  all  the  time!” 

The  afternoon  was  a  “movie”  in  the 
strictest  sense  of  the  word.  Continuous 
performance,  featuring  the  Big  Cheese 
in  “Dairy  Products”  with  Butter  playing 
opposite.  The  comedy  had  a  “cast”  of 
vegetables,  flowers  and  fruit,  and  navy 
beans  were  prominent  here,  too,  in  a 
marvellous  design  worked  out  by  the 
province  of  Saskatchewan.  There  were 
many  counter  attractions^  but  just  try  to 
get  away !  Everywhere  we  turned  some¬ 
one  was  calling  the  roll,  to  make  sure 
we  were  all  there.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
most  of  us  by  this  time  were  only  half 
there,  but  I  guess  we’ll  get  by  without 
a  fine  till  exam  time.  I’m  afraid  we 
were  rather  hard  on  our  guides.  No 
prison  guards  ever  had  a  worse  time 
than  they — nor  the  convicts  less  chance 


of  escape  than  we  had.  Most  of  us  had 
a  friend  that  we  wanted  to  call,  so  when¬ 
ever  a  phone  booth  was  handy,  someone 
ducked  in.  We  didn’t  dare  “duck”  too 
much,  though  for  fear  we’d  be  shot. 
The  best  place  was  the  poultry  section. 
Here  one  felt  quite  at  home,  as  the 
chickens  were  all  cackling  and  crowing 
in  their  cages  and  you  were  cackling  in 
yours,  never  knowing  the  moment  when 
an  official  might  happen  along  and  pin  a 
red  ribbon  on  you. 

The  flower  and  fruit  exhibits  were 
especially  interesting.  One  wanted  to 
linger  there  a  long  time,  but  like  all 
good  things,  it  had  to  come  to  an  end, 
and  soon  it  was  time  to  take  the  radial 
home.  The  policemen  breathed  a  sigh 
of  relief  when  we  left.  Next  year  I 
hear  they  are  planning  to  increase  the 
force.

Heroic  Canadians 


We  reprint  the  following  clipping 
from  “The  Globe”  Toronto  in  that  it 
was  written  by  an  O.A.C.  graduate,  J. 
H.  McCulloch,  and  has  to  do  with  an¬ 
other  graduate,  “Tubby”  Nourse,  whose 
death  was  reported  in  last  month’s 
Review  and  whose  passing,  like  that  of 
many  other  gallant  veterans,  was 
scarcely  noted  by  the  Canadian  public. 
“To  the  Editor  of  The  Globe:  I  learned 
yesterday  that  Captain  George  Pear¬ 
son,  the  well-known  writer,  died  recent¬ 
ly  in  Montreal,  and  as  his  sad  and  un¬ 
timely  death  seems  to  have  escaped 
the  notice  of  the  newspapers,  I  ven¬ 
ture  to  remind  the  public  that  in  the 
passing  of  this  gallant  and  talented 
man  Canada  has  lost  a  citizen  of  whom 
she  had  reason  to  be  proud. 

The  late  Captain  Pearson’s  articles 
on  Canada  were  numerous,  and  covered 
a  wide  variety  of  subjects,  but  if  he 
had  written  nothing  but  his  story  of 
the  original  Princess  Pats,  he  would  be 
entitled  to  an  honorable  place  in  liter¬ 
ary  circles  in  Canada.  That  splendid 
story  appeared  in  The  Saturday  Even¬ 


ing  Post  during  the  war,  and  it  had 
the  distinction  of  commanding  the 
highest  price  ever  paid  by  The  Satur¬ 
day  Evening  Post  for  an  article  of  its 
type.  In  my  opinion  it  was  the  finest 
story  that  has  been  written  about  Can¬ 
adians  in  action  in  France. 

Singularly  enough,  just  a  few  weeks 
ago  Another  hero  of  the  Princess  Pats, 
Major  “Tubby”  Nourse,  was  killed  by 
a  train  at  Maidstone,  Sask.  Three  or 
four  obscure  lines  in  the  newspapers 
told  of  the  death  of  this  scarred  hero 
of  Captain  Pearson’s  stirring  story  of 
the  Pats.  Three  or  four  obscure  lines 
to  tell  of  the  passing  of  the  first  Can¬ 
adian  soldier  to  be  decorated  for  con¬ 
spicuous  bravery  at  the  front! 

I  count  it  a  matter  for  pride  that  I 
knew  both  these  men.  No  finer  types 
ever  trod  the  soil  of  Canada.  There 
could  be  nothing  finer  than  the  high 
services  they  gave  Canada  during  the 
war ;  there  could  be  nothing  finer  than 
the  proud,  uncomplaining  fight  they 
both  made  to  re-establish  themselves 
in  the  Dominion  after  the  war.  These 
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two  gallant  souls  have  gone  out  to¬ 
gether  once  more  into  No  Man’s  Land 
—this  time  not  to  return.  And  the 
newspapers  scarcely  notice  their  going, 
although  the  flowers  are  still  unwith¬ 
ered  on  the  Cenotaphs  of  Canada,  and 
the  high  words  of  Armistice  Day  orat¬ 
ors  still  ring  in  our  ears.  But  through¬ 
out  the  Dominion,  on  prairie  farms,  in 
busy  offices,  and  in  military  hospitals, 
there  will  be  many  who  will  be  touch¬ 


ed  by  the  passing  of  Captain  George 
Pearson  and  Major  “ Tubby”  Nourse, 
and  these  people  will  think  of  the  lines : 
‘‘They  shall  not  grow  old,  as  we  that 
are  left  grow  old; 

Age  shall  not  weary  them,  nor  the 
years  condemn, 

At  the  going  down  of  the  sun,  and  in 
the  morning, 

We  will  remember  them.”

The  following  announcement  will  be 
of  interest  to  any  of  our  Graduates 
who  are  contemplating  entering  the 
leaching  profession: 

For  the  past  three  or  four  years 
graduates  of  the  Ontario  Agricultural 
College  who  have  not  Upper  School  or 
Honour  Matriculation  standing  in 
English,  History,  and  Mathematics,  or 
the  equivalent  of  such  standing,  have 

been  admitted  provisionally  to  the  Col-

quently  given  provisional  authority  to 
teach  until  such  time  as  they  can  re¬ 
move  their  Matriculation  4 ‘condition.”

of  the  following  breeds  were  used  in 
each  experiment:  Yorkshire,  Tam- 
worth,  Berkshire,  Chester  White,  Po¬ 
land  China  and  Duroc  Jersey. 

As  to  economy  of  production  the  re¬ 
sults  clearly  revealed  the  fact  that  the 
bacon  type  breeds  were  just  as  econom¬ 
ical  producers  of  gains  as  the  fatter 
types.  As  to  quality  of  bacon  the 
breeds  ranked  in  the  following  order: 
Yorkshire,  Tamworth  ,and  Berkshire. 

While  at  the  beginning  of  this  work 
the  objective  was  to  find  a  type  of  hog 
suitable  for  the  British  trade,  so  sup¬ 
erior  was  the  quality  of  this  product 
that  it  rapidly  became  popularized  with 
Canadian  consumers. 

Furthermore,  these  tests  and  subse¬ 
quent  experimental  work  both  by  Prof¬ 
essor  Day  and  others, who  have  follow¬ 
ed  at  the  College  have  proved  that  the 
crops  successfully  and  generally  grown 
in  Ontario  are  most  suitable  for  bacon 
hog  production.  Oats,  the  .  leading 
cereal  grain  of  the  province  makes  a 
very  desirable  basic  ration.  Barley, 
which  yields  well  in  Ontario,  is  splend¬ 
id  for  finishing  purposes.  A  mixture 
of  barley  and  oats,  a  provincial  wide 
crop,  is  very  suitable  feed  during  a 
considerable  portion  of  the  bacon  hog’s 
life.  Wheat  middlings  and  shorts,  by¬ 
products  of  Canda’s  national  grain 
crop,  along  with  oats,  make  an  ideal 
concentrate  ration  for  the  young  and 
growing  pig.  Skim  milk,  buttermilk 
or  tankage  make  very  satisfactory 
sources  of  protein  supplements  for  the 
growing  hog.  Suitable  succulent  feeds 
can  readily  be  found  in  Ontario  grown 
clovers  and  roots,  such  as  mangels  and 
turnips.  In  a  nutshell,  the  feeds  pro-

duced  within  the  province  go  to  make 
the  long,  firm,  meaty  hog  that  makes 
the  highest  quality  of  bacon. 

College  Extends  Its  Work 
The  Department  of  Animal  Husband¬ 
ry  at  the  Ontario  Agricultural  College 
has  given  able  service  in  developing 
the  industry  through  the  carrying  on 
of  further  experimental  work,  by  direct 
teaching,  extensive  educational  work 
in  the  form  of  bulletins,  distributing 
large  numbers  of  breeding  stock  and 
'  by  training  men.  While  the  fundament¬ 
al  principles  regarding  the  feeding  of 
bacon  hogs  have  remained  practically 
constant,  new  problems  have  suggested 
modifications  of  feeding  and  manage¬ 
ment  methods  and  the  College  has 
aimed  to  keep  the  producers  of  the 
province  abreast  of  the  times  by  means 
of  literature,  field  days,  and  demon¬ 
strations.  Many  of  the  best  breeding 
stock  in  the  counrty  carry  College 
blood. 

A  National  Type  of  Hog 

The  increasing  popularity  of  the 
products  of  the  bacon  hog  both  at 
home  and  abroad  resulted  in  the  est¬ 
ablishment  of  the  bacon  type  hog  as 
Canada’s  national  hog.  Progress  fost¬ 
ers  expansion.  At  a  conference  held 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Federal  De¬ 
partment  of  Agriculture  it  was  agreed 
to  concentrate  production  throughout 
the  whole  country  on  this  type.  The 
Federal  Experimental  Farms,  which  in 
the  past  had  done  notable  work  in  de¬ 
veloping  the  industry,  joined  forces 
with  the  Provincial  Agricultural  Col¬ 
leges  of  the  Dominion  in  a  unified  pro¬ 
gram  of  work.  In  Ontario  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Live  Stock  Department  has  es-

tablished  bacon  hog  clubs  where  out¬ 
standing  sires  are  placed  at  the  dispos¬ 
al  of  club  members.  This  policy  has 
done  much  to  effect  uniform  type  and 
quality  of  Ontario’s  commercial  hogs. 
Bacon  hog  fairs  under  the  combined 
auspices  of  the  Provincial  and  Federal 
Departments  have  had  a  valuable  in¬ 
fluence.  As  a  further  step  in  unifying 
the  tjrpe  and  giving  the  farmer  a  stand¬ 
ard  at  which  to  aim  all  live  hogs  sold 
on  Canadian  markets  are  graded  by 
officials  of  the  Federal  Department  of 
Agriculture.  This  system,  instituted 
since  the  Great  War,  has  certainly 
augured  for  the  good  of  the  cause. 

Forty  years  ago  breeders  of  bacon 
hogs  were  few.  To-day  they  are  legion 
and  much  to  their  credit  could  be  said 
but  space  will  not  permit.  This  much 
must  be  said,  however,  that  without 
the  hearty  co-operation  of  these  in¬ 
dustrious  men  who  throughout  have 
had  the  courage  of  conviction,  the 
quality  of  Canadian  Bacon  would  not 
be  what  it  is  to-day. 

It  is  most  interesting  to  note  that, 
of  the  various  staffs  of  men  connected 
with  institutions  or  departments  who 
have  been  and  are  now  promoting  the 
bacon  hog  in  Canada,  the  majority  are 
men  who  were  trained  at  the  Ontario 
Agricultural  College. 

Demand  For  Bacon  (Changes  Type  of 

Breeds 

The  Yorkshire  is  the  leading  bacon 
hog  in  Canada.  The  Tamworth  is  also 
recognized  as  a  distinctly  bacon 
breed.  The  increasing  demand  for  the 
products  of  the  bacon  breeds  has  caused 
all  of  the  other  breeds  to  evolve  toward 
bacon  type.

to  the  group.  For  the  wall  and  hang¬ 
ing  holders,  wrought  iron  moulds  are 
good.  Usually  vines  and  trailing  or 
sweeping  materials  are  used  with  these. 

The  background  must  be  carefully 
chosen.  Only  too  often  do  angled  lines 
of  pictures  and  mouldings  detract  from 
the  beauty  of  the  group.  The  beauty 
of  line  of  a  simple  arrangement  is  en¬ 
tirely  lost  in  front  of  a  patterned  wall 
paper.  The  most  beautiful  effect  the 
writer  has  ever  seen  was  the  delicate 
colouring  and  graceful  sweep  of  cel- 
astrus  scandens  against  the  plain  cream 
of  a  hotel  ballroom.  Proper  lighting 
effects  brought  about  delicate  shadows. 

For  pleasing  effects  it  is  not  neces¬ 
sary  to  run  up  a  florists  bill.  There  is 
a  wealth  of  native  or  easily  grown  mat¬ 
erial  which  will  equal  if  not  surpass 
anything  which  may  be  bought  in  the 
way  of  cut  flowers. 

The  black  clustered  berries  and  the 
angled  lines  of  Virginia  creeper  im¬ 
mediately  come  to  mind.  The  red  ber¬ 
ries  of  various  solanums  cannot  be  for¬ 
gotten.  The  lacy  yellow  winter  flow¬ 
ers  of  Witch  Hazel  are  worth  while. 

Celastrus  scandens  deserves  a  place 
when  its  scarlet  and  yellow  seeds  pods 
are  remembered.  So  with  a  host  of 
others,  Japanese  Barberry,  Japanese 
Lantern,  Snowberry,  the  twigs  of  Sib¬ 
erian  Dogwood,  Birch,  and  Beech,  and 
not  least  the  annual  everlastings  such 
as  Rhodanthe  Statice,  Helichrysum,  Ac- 
roclinium,  and  Ornamental  grasses. 

Among  the  larger  shrubs  and  trees 
are  the  evergreens  (especially  the 
Pines)  the  Euonynus,  the  Hydrangea, 
the  Hawthorn  and  many  others.

ing  hot  syrup,  put  on  the  perforated 
lids  and  inverted  the  whole  over  the 
frames.  He  then  very  carefully  packed 
all  around  the  feeders  with  sacks,  so 
keeping  the  heat  in.  The  result  was  that 
the  interior  of  the  hive  became  so  warm 
that  the  bees  broke  cluster  and  sucked 
all  the  syrup  from  the  pails  and  trans¬ 
ferred  it  to  their  combs  to  be  consumed 
later  in  the  winter  or  in  the  early 
spring. 

The  doing  of  this  work  took  longer 
actually  than  it  takes  to  tell  about  it. 
As  a  result  it  was  almost  dark  when  he 
finished.  Zeke  was  a  changed  man  and 
the  inflection  in  his  voice  was  vastly 
different  to  that  of  three  months  before, 
as  he  murmured  “God  bless  them  every 
one.  ’’ 


NO  PROFITS  IN  POTATOES 

(Continued  from  page  134.) 
grades  his  potatoes  and  finds  his  grade 
A  not  receiving  sufficient  increase  in 
price  over  grade  B.  to  cover  the  addit¬ 
ional  expense,  due  entirely  because 
most  Ontario  potatoes  as  they  are  now 
sold,  command  a  price  midway  be- 

i 

tween  grade  A  and  grade  B.  This 
leaves  no  incentive  for  a  farmer  to  try 
to  improve  his  grade,  for  he  receives 
an  increase  of  approximately  only  half 
of  what  he  should  be  getting. 

Grading  and  the  use  of  trade  brands 
is  entirely  successful  in  other  parts  of 
Canada.  While  wholesalers  are  quot¬ 
ing  potatoes  at  80 — 90  cents  in  Toronto, 
B.  C.  graded  potatoes  hold  firm  in  Van¬ 
couver  at  $1.00 — $1.75.  Fewer  variet¬ 
ies,  better  strains  of  varieties,  the  use 
of  certified  seed,  more  care  in  handling 
the  crops,  better  spraying,  widespread 
grading  strictly  followed  and  judicious 
planting  would  do  much  to  relieve  the 
present  price  situation.
